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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the law the School Board respectfally 
presents its report for the year ending February 15. 1905. 

Owing to the small amount.of school money at our dispos: al 
the school year has been a short one. 

Milne’s Arithmetic has been displaced by Nichol’s Progres- 
sive, and Brand’s Physiology by Baldwin’s.. The bill for sup- 
plies would have been much smaller but for the purchase during 
the preceeding year of waste baskets, spelling books and Col- 
ton’s Physiologies. These bills not being paid at the time of 
purchase, were settled by the present board. 

At East Candia a wall of stone and cement has been built, 
separating ‘the school house yard from the adjacent land owned 
by Mr. Frank P. Brown. The expense of this permanent 
improvement was shared equally by Mr. Brown and the 
School District. A few minor repairs have been made, but | 
the corner schoolhouse is in the same state of disrepair as be- 
fore, awaiting the decision of the committee nppowied last 
year to examine it. 

The Truant officer reports 158 children, 145 being of schoo} 
age. | ; 

The work of the teachers has been very satisfactory, and 
their ability has been far greater than we can require of them 
with the wages paid. 

It has been the endeavor of the Board to discard all that is 
superficial and ostentatious in method or accomplishment, and 


to encourage the child. to ge for the sake of arn ti
